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   1    (4) HAS NOT ELECTED TO RECEIVE A BENEFIT UNDER § 29-302 OF THIS

   3   (B) NOTWITHSTANDING § 29-302 OF THIS SUBTITLE, AN INDIVIDUAL UNDER 
   4  SUBSECTION (A) OF THIS SECTION MAY ELECT A LUMP-SUM PAYMENT EQUAL TO 
   5  THE PRESENT VALUE OF THE INDIVIDUAL'S VESTED ALLOWANCE IF: 
 
   6    (1) THE VESTED ALLOWANCE IS LESS THAN $50 A MONTH; 
 
   7    (2) THE INDIVIDUAL HAS TERMINATED EMPLOYMENT WITH THE STATE;

   9    (3) THE INDIVIDUAL REQUESTS A LUMP-SUM PAYMENT OF THE VESTED 
  10  ALLOWANCE ON A FORM PROVIDED BY THE STATE RETIREMENT AGENCY.

  24    (1) THE VESTED ALLOWANCE IS LESS THAN $50 A MONTH; 
 
  25    (2) THE INDIVIDUAL HAS TERMINATED EMPLOYMENT WITH THE STATE;

  27    (3) THE INDIVIDUAL REQUESTS A LUMP-SUM PAYMENT OF THE VESTED
